Legislation submitted by
Sen. Ralph C. Dills (D-Tor-
rance) to preserve an histori-
cal landmark in Wilmington
—the old Powder House of
Drum Barracks — was ap-
proved by the Legislature as
an amendment to the 1968-
69 budget bill'and left in the
budget by Governor Reagan,

The measure allocates $18,-
000 for the purchase of the
property, which played an
influential role in the mili-
tary history of the west. Sen.
Dills sail the property is
“commemorable for its most
active part in helping to
maintain California’s loyalty
during the Civil War.”

Although the Pacific Coast
was far removed from the
scene of hostilities during
the Civil War, Union leaders
felt the loyalty of the fron-
tier was essential to their
success. Accordingly, Camp
Drum was established in
Wilmington in 1862, and
served as a garrison and sup-
ply base for the Department
of Southern California, Ari-
zona, and New Mexico until
1866,

The Powder House and
other relics of Drum Bar-
racks have been in private
hands since 1873, Sen. Dills
said.

Red Cross Tells Method

For Rescuing Swimmers

Even if you can't swim,
there are a number of ways
in which you may be able
to help in a water emer-
gency, according to Roger
Plaisted, director, safety
services, Los Angeles Chap-
ter, American Red Cross,

But, he warned, a non-
swimmer should NEVER at-
tempt a rescue in water over
his head. Even among awim-
mers, only persons trained
in lifesaving should attempt
an actual swimming rescue.

Here are some Red Cross

tips for rescues by nonswim-
mers or those with limited
swimming ability,

When a swimmer is in
trouble near the edge of a
pool or near a dock

1. Lie down, extending
the upper part of your body
over the water. Grasp the
victim's wrist and slowly
draw him to safety.

2. Extend a towel, shirt,
pole or branch to the victim.
Brace yourself to avoid
being pulled into the water.
Use a steady, even pull to

2. Shove a hoard, planlv
or similar floating object to/
the victim. Get help to bring
him to safety.

3. Row a boat to the vic-
tim and turn so he can grasp
the stern. Row and tow him
to safety.

4. If you have rowed to
the vicinity of a victim who
is struggling, extend an oar
to support him and draw
him to the stern. Row to
safety,

Having rescue equipment
immediately available is the
responsibility of every pool!

Area Automobile Dealers
Work to Improve Image

“Operation Clen-up,” just
three years old this month,
is the program initiated by
the Better Business Bureaus
in Long Beach, Los Angeles
and Orange County at the
request of local automobile
dealers who were concerned
with improving the image of
the automobile business

The three bureaus, in co-
operation with their member
dealers, drafted a set of
Standards for Advertising
and Selling. These standards
became the framework for
“Operation Clean-up.” which
was based solely on the prin-
ciple of voluntary self-regu-
lation.

The Long Beach BBB's
auto division head, Don
Lorenzi, points to an impres-
sive list of statistics in cit-
ing the improvement in au-
tomotive advertising.

“IN 1966, the first year
of the program, we investi-
gated 773 auto ads for
possible violations of the
standards in the Long Beach,
South Bay, and Harbor
areas. In 1967, the bureau
had cause to review only 135
auto ads. This represents a
decrease of 82 per cent,
glowing testimony of what
self-regulation can achieve.”

Thus far in 1968, accord-
ing to Lorenzi, the incidence
of violations would indicate
that even fewer investiga-

tions will occur this year.
“The significance of these
figures is that the overall
improvement in the reduc-
tion of false and misleading
advertising has been accom-
plished by the efforts and
cooperatior. of the dealers
themselves, not because of
governmental regulation.”

“HOWEVER,"” said Lorenzi,
“there still exists that fringe
minority which is unwilling
to abide by the standards
Their misleading advertising

and undesirable selling prac.
tices pose serious problems
for the consumer and the
image of the entire industry
itself.”

Recently an auto advisory
committee was established
in the South Bay, Harbor
and greater long Beach
area to aesist the bureau in
bringing the fringe minority
into line. It will work in co-
ordination with an industry
group which meets in Los
Angeles,

call the Los Angeles Inter-
nal Revenue Service Office
with questions about income
tax liabilities for the war
dead.

Any member of the
Armed Forces who dies on
active duty while serving in
a combat zone has his taxes
canceled; or, if already paid,
refunded to his estates.
